Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that the affidavit filed January 
30, 2007 is adequate for pointing out the difference between a gas black and the carbon black of Nagasawa et al. However, the examiner 
disagrees because the affidavit filed January 30, 2007 clearly indicates that the carbon black teachings of Nagasawa et al. includes 
surface active hydrogent content of less than 1 .5 mmol/g as well, in addition to the preferable teachings of "not less than 1 .5 mmol/g." 
Althought applicants continue to argue that the differences between the differences between the preferable carbon black teachings of 
Nagasawa et al. and the gas black as claimed in XPS measurements, applicants fail to recognize that the argue differences in XPS 
measurment are not supported by applicants' claims. Therefore, claims1,3-10 and 18-25 remain rejected for the reasons adequately set 
forth from the final rejection of October 13, 2006. 
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
